I guess none of us really new what to expect out of this tour, as none of us had been touring 
with any bands before. We a had a shitload of worries. W hat if our van breaks down? Will 
we get enough money for gas? Will we kill each other after a week in the not very comfortable 
Ford Transit? Will there be more than 5 people at any gig? Personally I felt a little extra 
concerned, since I was the one who took the initiative (of course | had some help) for this tour. 
I was worried that the whole tour would be a failure, and just make the other guys loose lots of 
money on a shitty tour. Well, don't get me all wrong, we had been looking forward to this tor 
months, and wasn't all over pessimistic. 

These are the 7 happy people who went touring together: 

Andreas: Merchandise guy, Trude: Sound engineer, Fridtjof's girlfriend Tage: Guitar, vocals in 
Smorgasbord Stian: Bass in Smorgasbord Gisle, che rums in Smorgasbord Fridtjof: Vocals, 
technics in Skarnspage, Trude's boyfriend Nils (me); guitar, vocals in Skarnspage. 


Fri.l0A pril. | had arranged a sleepover in Copenhagen one day before the concert. Ida welcomes us. and so does her 
boyfriend. Rasmus. Later that evening we are drinking. laughing. smoking and sleeping. 


Sat.11April.Sound check at Ungdomshuset (Youth centre). A big house with an amount of rooms. (punk-) 
apartments. rehearsal rooms. an enormous theatre scene (or something) and more. It's also the only place on the 
entire tour with their own P.A. system. We play alongside Separation and Plastic Pride (from Sweden) which are 
both good hardcore bands. It is a good start for our tour. Some people from our last concert in Copenhagen (a year 
before) come to see us again, which is fun. Ungdomshuset doesn't have much of a quality sleeping place to offer us. 
at least not compared to Ida and Rasmus' apartment, so we sleep there one more night. Great thanks to them. 


Sun.l2April. Another day off. We decide to stay in Copenhagen one more day. But not in the same apartment (for 
reasons | won't mention). So | contact my cousin Robert. a student in Copenhagen. The school is almost empty 
during holiday. so it is no problem. We have everything we need to have fun. W heelchairs, springboards,.VCR and 
more. Tage (the smart ass) has brought an Itatian movie from the 70's called. 120 days of Sodom. And now this film 
has a special place in my heart. Its an orgy of perverted porn (although we don't see any genitals). manure humour, 
disgusting fantasies and jokes on expense of Italian fascists. Brilliant! 


Mon.13April. Playtime again. Drive to Kiel (Germany).to a squat called Alte Meireien. The smeel of summer camp meet us in door, it 
comes from a big wooden oven. The stage is in a very small bar... That's lucky cause I don't think there are more than 10 people there in 
all. But it is a small and enthusiastic crowd. Smorgasbord play first for a change. But some people arrive too late and ask them do a couple 
of extra songs after the whole show is finished... so they do. Tage and Fridtjof already have scratchy throats. 


Tue.14April. Arrive at the Entrepotdok in Amsterdam a little late, after hours of driving. Here we are scheduled to play a benefit concert 
for an organisation fighting for Kurdish rights. My impression is a pretty fresh squat, done by experienced occupants. | think it's just the 
second concert they have at this place. and the wobbly home-carpented stage isn't even big enough for Gisle's heavy metal drum kit. So we 
do some simple carpeting ourselves. We are asked to join in on the occupying of a house, but we are already late (and a little scared of 
Dutch police-dogs). This is also the first of 3 gigs with the fabulous Concrete from Italy. Skarnspage starts this time. We destroy a little 
piece of the stage, and my whole right-hand is covered red of the blood trom my fingertips. We are all curious about Concrete. I guess i 
could describe them as sludge metal with screamed emo vocals. They are so heavy | have trouble standing straight! They are good. 


Wed.1ISApril. Drive to EuroDiisnie in Leiden, where the Animal Rights festival take place. it is an old school (not 
the genre, it’s really an old school). now occupied. The festival has already lasted one week. and we are the closing of 
the whole festival. There are lots of enthusiastic vegans there, from all over Europe. We meet people from Germany. 
Greece and Norway!! Thanks too ourselves the concert is pretty good. The organiser there is obviously not ve ery used 
to putup hardcore-shows, cause there is no song-amp (which they were told to have), we have trouble finding 
enough clectricity, there is almost no light on the stage. they have no mike stand. and ue 3 bands (15 people) are told 
to sleep in a room on 15 square meters. But after Trude and Fridtjof (the sound competent people) have worked for 
hours, we finally start playing. A grindcore band from Netherlands with female vocals starts. | think they are called 
Bloodgreen, or something. They are pretty fresh. but o.k. not good. but promising. Then Smorgasbord and 
Skarnspage do their stuff quite alright. At the end Concrete play. This is absolutely the best of the 3 shows from 
them. They totally demolished the place. The food is fucking awful. Not all vegans are genius chets.

Thu. 16April. Poortgecbouw in Rotterdam, Cool place. A punk-collective with a bar on the 
Ist floor, which ts where we play. Good sleeping places and good food. and we even get 
the chance to take a shower, which we all gladly do. Few people at the show. maybe 10-15 
or so. Fridtjof throws up his dinner just before the show. so we aren't exactly in great shape 
1 guess all the bands could be better this night. 


Frid 7April. The nice people at Poortgebouw fet US stay there one more day. The mafioso 
boys in Concrete have the day off too, so we spend some time together with them in the 
centre of Rotterdam. Maybe the only town we get the chance to spend some time in. [ater 
that day I intendedly drop a can of soda on Concrete’s guitarists ancle from a high spot. and 
almost turn him into a cripple 


Sat. 18April. We say goodbye to our friends in Concrete, and drive to a smaller town called 
Aikmaar the place is called Parkhof and according to all the posters there it seems to be a 
place with long traditions in the punk scene. Bul the crowd here is younger and less punk 
than what we are used to from the other places in Netherlands. Because of some fucked up 
rufe trom the Dutch government, that say we can 't play over a certain decibel-level, we 
have to keep it Way lower than what we want to. The show is held around 3 pm and there iS 
no time for a soundcheck... well, the show isn't too good. And we play alongside the local 
band Dazed which sucks shit. The people who work at Parkhof are really nice people thou- 
gh. The show is finished early, so we head for Spain at once. 


Sun.19-Wed.22April. Well. all our planned gigs in France went down the drain. so we 
have some time to kill before we start on Spain. The first couple of days we just drive all 
day to come to Spain as soon as possible. We are all very eager to vet to 
a warmer place. After 2 days of driving and tent-sleeping we arrive 
Spain. We just accidentally stop in a town by the sea. called Figueres 
Here we spend 2 incredibly relaxing days, discovering how narrow 
streets in Spain are, and that in Spain people do NOT speak Lnglish. 
We also shower our dirty bodies, spank our smelly monkeys. and visit 
the Dali museum. 


Thu.23April. Our first show in Spain takes place in a small tourist 
town called St. Felju. The people are nice. but the squat is pretty 
fucked up. No toilet. no water, no nothing actually. Justa stage in an 
ernpty brick building. next to the old defunct bullfighting arena. But 
we don 't care if it is low class comfort. The fecling of being on vaca- 
tion in a Warm country and at the same time playing concerts. and the 
fact that we had just bought a football, just makes us all shiny and 
happy. There are about 20-30 people at the show. They are all nice 
and seem interested in our music. We sleep on the not so soft stage. In 
the morning a casual drunkie walks in and wake us up. 


Fri. 24April. The guys in Concrete had bragged about this place cal- 
led La Roca were they had played last year. Now it was our turn, We 
still didn't knew what to expect from a town in the mountains with 
4000 citizens!!! And a Support band called 69 Raped Babies. A guy 
called Dani is the organiser. He looks like a grown-up very normal 
looking punk rock veteran with kids. The place for the concert is a 
communal garage lying next to some huge vornfields. There are a lot 
of people in the garage. I think most of the young people in 

this town probably listens to punk/ HC. But 69 Raped Babies 

are death metal. so people don 't really seem to like it, neither do 

J. When Smorgasbord play. people start to get drunk. There is pog- 
odancing and air guitar playing. The highlight of the show is when a 
guy with a bare upper body and a motorcycle helmet. bangs his head in 
the scene to the rhythm of the music. After the show there are lots of 
drunk people outside the garage. Some are making out. some are fighting. 
someone is crying and the rest are puking. They sure know how to party in La 
Roca. We sleep at the big house of Dani's younger brother. He is the same kind of 
guy, but with an eerie edge. We are all convinced he is a massmurderer. Although 
he is very nice to us. 


Sat.25A pril. Before we found the squat in Badalona, our van almost got stuck several 
times in the extremely narrow streets of Badalona. And after the get-in Fridtjof is gone for 
hours finding a place to park the van. No mic-stand here. so we use a broomstick and some 
gaffatape. The stick is pointing down from the roof. Around 30 or 40 people at the show 
One recently immigrated Norwegian. We are in shock. Suddenly we can’t fell safe talking 
shit about people in Norwegian. I'm feeling kind of sick before the concert. Weak and with 
a runny nose. But the concert goes o.k. anyway.Slept without matrasses on the stage. This 
place wins the Ist price in most disgusting toilet. and that was hard competition. 


Sun.26April. Valencia is a big town with lots of loco drivers. After a few hours of misun- 
derstandings with our contacts.we finally meet Txaskun and Oscar. The concert place is a 
kickass bar somewhere in the big centre of Valencia. It's already overcrowded when we 
arrive for get-in. There is no back entrance so we have to stumble our w ay through the 
crowd with all the equipment. We start to play immediately after the equipment is up. on 
the floor, in a room inside of the bar. with room for no more than half of the people that are 
present. 


Definitely the most intimate place | ‘ve ever played at. Fridtjof gets attacked by a dog in 
the beginning of our sect. After the concerts we just hang out 
in this very cool bar. cating boccadillos and drinking beer 
trom | litre bottles. 

Then we split up for the night. Smorgasbord sleep at 
Txaskun's apartment, and the rest of us at Oscar's place 
Thanks to f\askun and Osear and all their friends for their hospi- 
talty and their good mood. We're very sorry we couldn't playthat 
football game (Norway VS. Valencia)... but next time we will and 
then they better put up their best team. 


Mon.27A pril, We drive half the way to Malaga. Itis unpleasantly warm in 
the carso we stop fora bath in Mediterranean, Well. only the toughest boys 
dare challenge the not so warm water, the Smorgasbord guys and Andreas. Not 
the wimpy Skarnspage girls. We sleep at a motel called Jas Vegas or os Ange- 
les or something. Most hotels and motels in Spain have these American names. 


fuc.28April. \ficr hours in a hot car we mect Dani in a small town just outside Mala- 

ga. called Figucrola. After some pasta we drive down to the centre of Malaga. which is 
mainly bars and restaurants. The concert is putup ata cool nightclub with a very very tiny 
but high stage. which could have climinated our possibility to move very much, but lucki- 
ly tor me. Eridtiof usually spend most of his time on the floor. Here we also meet some 
fellow countrymen. or a girl actually. that’s always surprisingly pleasant. There is also a 
wheelchair guy there who has this spastic looking muscle disease (1'm sure everyone have 
seen it before). He ts now a dichard Smorgasbord fan. Then we drive back to Figuerola to 
gel some sleep. | manage to lose the key for the entrance door which | was responsible for. 
T hope it didn't get Dani into too much trouble. If it did. it probably wouldn't feel any bet- 
ter if i said [ found the key when I came home. 


Wed.29April. Then we head back north. We drive most of this Wednes- 
day. 


TYhu.30 April. In Valladolid we meet a big punkrock-monster with 
glasses. which 1s the man to put up the concert. It is arranged at a pretty 
bad taste night club with airbrush paintings of Dungeon & Dragons like 
motives. The guy who own the place doesn't seem to understand a word 
English, not even commonly body language. It takes us hours to make 
him turn down the dance music so We van have a soundcheck. and it 
takes us a few hours more to make him turn off the unrhythmically flas- 
hing disco lights which are horrible. But some punks show up. and the 
convert goes just fine after all, Fridtjof gets lost for a few hours. again. 
trying to find where we parked the car. 


Fri.i May. We leave a couple of hours later than we had planned. cause 
Fridtjof lost the key for our big steering wheel-lock. We spend about an 
hour to file the dam thing of with a leatherman tool. On the way we 
have a pretty heavy argument whether We should order tickets to the fer- 
ry from Kiel home to Norway or not. It is so far our first real argument. 
and } guess it was somehow meant to be expected. We arrive at Gijon 
after a while. This is Uge's (Don't Belong) place. the guy who set up the 
Whole Spain tour for us. Untuckily he isn't there. He is out making a 
living with his dance orchestra! This place is a youth ventre, and I think 
most of the people here are pretty young. The support band are called 
Posesion and play mostly typical new school songs. which seems to ple- 
ase the crowd a fot. At least more than we do. ! guess. 
Maybe they aren't ready for Norwegian weirdo hardcore. | don’t know. 
Everybody but Tage sleeps on some old matrasses. He is afraid of get- 
ting fleas and lice he says. I must admit I don’t feel too safe either 
(atter the people here warned us about it). but the soft luxury of a mat- 
rass is too tempting. None of us get neither fleas or live to Tage's great 
disappointment. 


Sat.2May. We meet one girl and one boy in Santander. The girl has very 
big tits and she speaks English well. The boy has long hair and a beard and 
don't know a word English. but [ am impressed by his music knowledge. The 
concert is once again held at a nightclub which doesn't have much of a hardco- 
re feel to it. but it is nice to take a shit at a place with functional toilets. Skarns- 
page has some technical troubles with the DAT player, so We have to stop in 
middle of a song a few times, and get a few embarrassing long breaks. Meanwhile 
Fridtjof has the not so thankful job to entertain the audience, which must have been 
almost 100 people. Anyway I think this is one of the better Skarnspage gigs on the 
tour. Actually this is one of our favourite places all in all, a lot of it thanks to our 
good hosts, Later we see a man with glasses being kicked in the face outside a bar. The 
«boot hits face» sound is very ugly, and make me feel sick. 


Sua.3May. We find out that our gig in Bilbao (Basque country) has been cancelled. This 
Was suppose to be our last gig. so suddenly the tour is over. No one gets really mad about 
it. Santander was a great place to finish the. I must say successful. tour. 


Sun.3 - Tue. SMay. We decide to drive home as fast as we can. No sleepovers. Just dri- 
ving. Tuesday morning we are finally home. Our bodies are aching after 40 hours in a not 
very comfortable car and we are in lack of sleep and rest. And sleep and rest is mostly 
What we do the next few days, while we are worrying about getting back to our evervday 
reality.

got a good place for gigs nor just for 
meeting other people. You cannot 
squatt a house neither. One reason is 
that here are only few people (hallo 
Heiko, Tina, Adde, Hendrik and the 
other nice people here) who are sup- 
porting the local diy scene! Please tell 
me something about squatting and 


gigs. 


Ok, yep, we have the opportunity 
to make things happen. I’ve been boo- 
king gigs and spanish/portuguese tours 
for spanish and foreign bands since 
1993. Last ones were Los Crudos, 
Headache and Catweazle (one of the 
nicest people i have ever met during 
tours, cheerx!!!). Planned after the 
summer are Active Minds, 
Cochebomba and Battle Of Disarm. 
We usually do it in the “Anarchist 
Social Center” existing here in Xixon 
since 1993/4, which is a stable resour- 
ce as the building is a historical patri- 
mony of the CNT from the old civil 
war, and they (CNT) have al! the 
power over that site, so they let us stay 
in the basements for free and no legal 
hassles can happen. Sometimes is a 
good place when all the people gather 
together at a gig, good atmosphere, 
even though (as everywhere) it has its 
goods and bads. | think it’s worth 
paying a visit anyhow! There are no 
more squatts here since 1990. Lately 
we tried to squatt another building but 
we were evicted in three days. Anyway 
i always try to help, etc., but i don’t 
like living in squatts for several rea- 
sons. That’s my mood. 

In “Psst...” #2 (great zine with a lot of 
thoughts from Slovenia) you have 
written something about the develop- 
ment of Spain. Maybe you could tell 
me something more about the new 
capitalistic regime and the reaction of 
the spanish population... maybe some 
people tried to resist? 

Well, of course some people try to 
resist, always, but i can assure you that 
noeadays spain is not too much diffe- 
rent compared to germany (for instan- 
ce). You can guess the problems here 
having a look at the problems in your 
own country. | urge everyone interes- 
ted in more detailed information about 
the transition from the dictatorship to 
“democrazy” of spain in the late seven- 
ties to read my article in Pssst, as i feel 
no point in wntting the same over and 
over again, hope you do understand. 
One thing i noticed from spanish peo- 
ple and most of ali with foreign people 
is the idealization of the old civil war 
and things like that. People tend to 
look too much at the past (which is 
completely neccessary to understand 
the present situation), and are not 
facing the new problems which require 
a whole new set of solutions. We must 
not forget the past, but we must be 
conscious about the present. I don’t 
think idolizing old happenings we will 
find solutions to the actual problems. 
Maybe i’m a bit pessimisstic or 


something like that. Dunno, 1 haven’t 
got the solution for everything (almost 
for nothing!) but we must face reality 
and be responsible more than once a 
day!

Ok, i will introduce myself to you all, 
as i know most of the people is interes- 
ted in listening to stories from other 
human beings which they can relate to, 
as i mostly do. Well, i will be 23 years 
old on 19th July. I’m living alone ina 
rented flat for two years, plus one 
more year living in another rented flat 
with three other people. Anyway i 
enjoy a lot living alone as i’m doing 


that since my early years (10,11) as my 
parents were working outside town 
both, and my family was split up so 
noone wanted to carry on with me 
except my grandmother, but she had to 
work too, so i experienced long time 
being alone. I really enjoy it since for 
me it means complete freedom. It is a 
feeling really difficult to tell with 
appropiate words, but that’s how i feel. 
Ok, most of you are aware that in 

spain there is nothing like the dole nor 
housing. That means, if you want to 
earn money and have a home where 
you can rest your bones, you’ll have to 
work or sleep out in the cold. So, i’ve 
been working since i left school at 15 
(when i used to study in the moming 
and working free for my father in the 
evenings until i didn’t take no more), 
and i found one job i really enjoy and 
fits my expectatives. I work playing 
bass/guitar with a orchestra playing 
around villages all the north of spain. 
It’s really ok as i can make a living all 
the year with the money earned during 
the summer. It’s hard work during July, 
August and September (normally it’s 
18 hours working everyday, and slee- 


ping not too good in the van the 
other 6 hours left), but it’s worth it as i 
can lock up at home during the cold 
days of winter and be able to concen- 
trate all my energies in “the scene”. I 
think it also gives me the opportunity 
to practice and developing at playing 
guitar and bass, which i like it a lot 
since i’m able to put that knowledge 
into my alternative band once we are 
practicing. Up to know we finally for- 
med a new band from the ashes of our 
former bands (Intolerance, Strangis 
Guajes and Mass Slaughter), which 
sounds like Slayer!!! We decided to 
make metal without the metal attitude 
and way of thinking. It’s Old School 
Thrash Metal!!! I forgot to mention 
that this kind of orchestra-job allows 
me to free-thinking, free-looking, wor- 
king the same amount of hours than 
the others, getting payed the same as 
others, not having any bosses over me 
telling me what to do or how to do it, 
etc. There were some people which 
cnitized me for “making a living out of 
music” while they are working for a 
multinational with fascist and capitalist 
bosses, being thrown away for spea- 
king out and looking they way they 
wanted or dealing with meat while 
being veggies.

The quintet recorded 
the “Constructive Deconstruction” LP during late ‘93. In May 
‘94, Vandermark opted out after a Final recording session. 
The remaining quartet recorded tracks during July of that 
year, before embarking on an East Coast tour later that fall. 


The “Destroy All Music” LP documents the ‘94 line-ups of the : 


The quartet line-up was dissolved after 
a final show in September ‘94.
